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publike ſuffzr never ſo much for the want of them. 3. The | Biſhops and 
Court-party did ſet themſelyes to worme out (that being the Arcibiſhops 
phraſe) all godly, zealous,able men out of places,and would by one means or 
device watching thei, caft them out quite, or ſo hamper and vex them, that

p:ſages and ſtories. 5 The Prelaticall fation and that Court-Clergie were 
darirg bold men,that durſt venture almoſt upon any thing,upon counſelling to 

prorogue and break up Parliaments in times of danger and diſtraien, upon 
putting men out of offices and places that were not for their turne, and to 
bring in others calculated for their Meridian, upon corrupting Religion and 
Lawes at once, breaking in both upon the Truth and the libertie of the Sub- 
jeR at the ſame time, upon any thing or perſon that ſtood in their way : So 
our Scaries, many of them are daring men, have attempted and been upon 
high buſineſſes, about counſelling and drawing up Petitions for adjonrning 
(as they call it) the Aﬀembly, ina time when the diftraRions of this Church 
are ſo infinite, and things fo unſetled ; as alſo have inſerted ſtrange paſſa= 
ges into other Petitions, which yet have not been preſented, others of the 
company oppoſing them ; with ſeverall other particulars, which would be 
toolarge now torelate ; inone word, there is almoſt nothing which they 
have not and dare not ventureon, that ſtands in their light, and in the way 
of their defignes; and I may ſay of many of the SeAaries (for 1 do nor 

mean all, as I have ſaid before, ſo I ſay again, there are ſome good ſouls meer] 
ſeduced, who are not of the FaQion) they have overpaſied the deeds of the 
wicked, not only walked after their wayes, nor done after their abominati- 
ons, but have corrupted themſelves more than they ; juſtified the Biſhops 
and their FaRion, by falling into thoſe opinions, and doing thoſe aRions in 
an high, beld, and open way, which that FaRtion never durſt do for feare of 
the people. Next, the preſent Malignants and the SeQaries agree in the gene- 
rall thus, that thorowout the Kingdome, it is now notorious, that the greateſt 
Malignants and Sectaries hold together, and vote together againft the Preſ- 
byterians and the Reformation, in all places and upon all buſinefles, of which 
there are many examples in the choyce of Burgeſfſes for Parliament, in the 
Petition preſented in Londen, xt the choyce of the new Common- Coun- 
cell, the grandeft Malignants and the Independents joyned together to oppole; 
and in ſome Committees, where men of both theſe ſorts are, it is obſerved 
alſo : but to come to ſome particulars ; The parallel betyreen the preſent Ma- 
lignants and our grand SeQaries, ſtands in theſe ; 1 The Malignants have op-:

nant partieprinted and vented : ſo alſo have manie Sc uries, and here it 
would fill a great book, to bring tato one all the ſpeeches, with the paſſiges 
ja Petitions, Sermons, Prayers, printed books, that have been vented-againſt 
the - Parlizment, and; particular Worthy Members of both Houſes, their 
Power and Power and Priviledges, with their Ordinances and Orders, in 
reference to matters of Religion, as the Nationall Covenant, Dire&orie, 
Ordinance agiioſt mens preaching out of Office, the Monethly Faſt, the Or 
dinance for Tithes, the Ocders and Dire&ions about Claſſes, and chuſiog El. 
dets.; in which Sermons, printed, Books, Diſcourſes, Petitions, and other 
carriages of the SeAtaries, there have bzen more things vented diſtruRive to 
the verie power and nature of Parliaments, undermining the yerie root and 
foundation, and all their proceedings in reference to matters of Religion, yea 
of jaſtice and civill m+tters, then ever have been by all the Malignants in Eng- 
.landas ever I could heareof ; witnefle Lil5urnes booke, with that lately 
come forth, call'd Innocency and Trath juſtified, all the printed Letters and 
Papers that were ptiated- upon occaſion of his impriſonment ; Englands 
Birthright, the Ordinance of Tithes Diſmounted, the Arraignment of Perſeca- 
2501, and all his fellowes, as Martins Eccho, &c. Turners Heavenly conſe- 
rence for Sions Saints, reſembling the Direfory to the golden Calves of Jero- 
boam, a:d affirming there are nntruths, contradi ions ts the Canonicall Scrip= 


 t#res, erroxrs, &c. And here I dare be bold to ſay, that here have been grea- - 


ter inſolencies and affconts offered to this Parliament by many of the Se- 


aries, then ever was to Parliument in E-glard by zany men who. lived

And as I have made x Parallel between the SeRaries of our time, and the 
Donatitts, Jeſuits, &c. ſo T might now at large ſhow in all the fore-named 
particulars an Antithefis and Difſimilitude betweene the godly Orthodox 
Presbyterians, and the Dovatifts, Jeſuits, Arminians, Prelates, &-c. but T 
dare not enter into it for-feare my book be too v luminous, having already 
exceeded that preportion which I at firſt intended when I began it; all 
I ſhall do ther in point of parallel, is but to hint a few things { which I defire 
the Reader well to obſerve) of the dift-rence in the cariiage and behaviour 
theſe foure yeares laſt paſt all along of the Presbyterians both to the Honou- 
rable Houſes, and the SeRaries ; and of the SeAaries to the Parliament and 
the Presbyterians ; and for the truth of what I ſlay, I dare appeal to all the 
world, yea and to the conſciences of many ſe&aries themſelves. Though the - 
Presby terian party from the beginning of the differences between the King - 
and Parliament, among thoſe who profeſſe to ſtand for Reformation and for - 
the Parliament hath been, and ſtill is (without all compare) the greater part . 
of both Kingdomes, the body of both Afſemblies and Miniſters, the body of 
the peoplein Citcs and Countries (eſpecially of perſens eminent in place and 
quality ) yea, and the Parliaments too, (of the Parliament of Scorland 
theres no queſtion; ) the Parliament of Z»gland alſo, after advice had with 
the Afſembly, hath declared for Presbytery, having voted and formed into 
Orders, DireAions, and Ordinances, ſeverall parts and pieces of Presby tect- 
all Government ; yet for all this have not the Presvyterians taken upon 
them to ſet up the Government in that manner and way as they conceive and 
Judge to be moſt zgreeable to the word, drawing in the people with them, but 
have waited vpon the Parltament all this whiz for the ſething of the Church, 
addrefling themſelves in_moſt humble manner, by way ot petitioning, and 
that. both Aſſembly, Court of Common Councell, Miniſters, pecple ; and 
when ſometimes. their hopes. have been defgrred beyond all expeR tion, and 
* | have - 
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have met with ſome diſzppointments and diſcor2g:ments in their Petitions, - 


about ſetling the Church, as by a vote paſſed agiinſt one Petition before it was 
preſented, as ſmall thanks given for another, and little reſpe& ſhewed to a 
third ; beſides the Series 19ſulting over them and their Petitizns, branding 
them in Pulpits, in the weekly News-books, and in their daily'diſcourſes,not- 
withſtanding what ever they might conceive of negl:Qts.and hard uſage on the 
one hand, and of great abuſe of them by the S: & iries on the other hand, yet 
they have taken all paticatly, waitiog ſtill, petitioning till in all humble and 
thankfull manner, forbzaring to print what was preſented (though there was 
no O. der nor command againſt it ) out of their tender reſpe& of giving any 
off:nce, or diſpleaſing the Parlizment (though in themeane time they ſuffered 
much by miſ-reports of their proceedings, both for matter and manner: ) 
' The Presbyterian partie (though the Aſſembly of Divines, the repreſentative 
body of the Citic, the Court of Common- Councell, the Miniſterie of the 
Kingdome, thouſands and ten thouſands of goily well zff ed perſons, the 


Kingdome of Scer/a»d, yea all the R:formed Churches own that way, ) hath. ' 


not upon the fore-nzmed things and others (as the not giving leave upon a Pe- 
tition to print an Anſwer tothe Remonſtrance of the Independents,in which 
the Aſſembly is extremely wronged) broke out cither againft the Parliament, 
ſaying they will fight no longer, &-5. ſpeaking their pleaſure of them, drawin 

up all their grievances to a head, and ſetting them forth in priat ; or agiin 

particular Members, falling upon them by nzme, making them to be kaowne 
to the world, whom'they conceive and have been informed of, to be the 
great hinderers of their defires, and ſticklers agrinſt them ; but even as be. 
comes Chriſtians have'taken all pxtiently, waiting upon God and the Parlia- 


ment. And as the carrizge of the Presbyterian hath been thus in all humble 


-dutie and high reſp:& to the Houſes of Parlizment, and everie Member in 


- their places (for I havenot yet heard of any Presbyterizn that hath fingled 


out any one M:mber by name, to abuſe him in print, as ſome Series have 
done, both particular Members, and the whole Houſe of Commons) ſo hath 
it been with all love, brotherly kindaefſe, tendernefle, reſp:& and forbearance 
to the Searies ; and conſidering that the Presbyterizans were, as I have 
ſhewed before, both of the Minifters and people ftanding for Reformation, 
the body of both Kingdomes, having the command and power of the pulpits,, 
ſogreat an intereſt in the people, &-c. their loveand forbearance to the Seas 


ries hath been admirable ; when the Independents were but few; and other 


Se&aries a ſmull number, in the firſt and ſecond yeare of this Parliament, ſome 
halfe a ſcore or dozen Miniſters, three or foure hundred people, ' the-Presby= 


_ terians gave them the right hand of fellowſhip, admitted them to their mee- 
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tings, opened. their pulpit doores, unto them, ſhewed all brotherly reſpe& 


of love and kindnefle to them, even more then to moſt of their own way con- 
deſcendivg to ſuch s motion, as to forbeare preaching and printing 2g1inſt 
their opinions and way ,' making them (who were fo ſmall and inconli- 
derable a party) aS1t were an c<quall partie, putting them into the balance 
with themſelves ; they appeared not to hinder their being chofen to' bee 


 generall LeRurers, for this City in ſeyerall grear Churches : and as at 


firſt, ſo all alovg they have been tender and reſpe&full of them in Aſſembly, 
City, and in all caſes, ſuffering them to grow up to thouſands; and not with- 
Nanding breach of agreements, drawing away their people, preaching againſt 
them in their own Pulpits, many bigh and ſtrange carriages, yet ſtill uſing 
all faireneſſe and love, hoping by brotherly kindnefſe, forbearance and a 
thorow Reformation in the Church, / wherein they have been willing upon 
all occaſions to gratific and have reſpe& to their conſciences) at laſt to 
have gained them,  - $5* O thefaithfulnefle, dutifulnefle, patience, long- 
ſuff-ring, forbearance of the Presbyterians ; their dutifulnefſe, and patience in 
waiting upon the Parliament ; their faithfulnefle in not abating in their 
zeale and reſpeRs to them ; O their love, kindneſſe and tendernefſe to the In- 
dependents, yea to other Sectaries alſo who have had ſomething of Chrift and 
gracein them, and have. not fallen into errours and blaſphemies, razing the 
foundation. But now on the other hand the SeRaries (though n contemp= 
tible number, and not to be namedat the ſame time with the Presbyterians) 
have not waited upon the Parliament and Aſſembly for the Reformation, 
but preached againſt it, and ſtirred up the people to imbody themſclyes, and 
to joyne in. Church fellowſhip , gathering Churches, ſetting up Indepen- 
dent Government , rebaptizing and dipping many hundreds ; and upon 
any thing that hath been voted by the Afg:mbly , Parliament, that hath 
croſſed them ( though alas, few Orders or O:dinances which have refe- 
rence to the Searries, or are againft their minds, have little life in them, or 
are put into ex:cution ; witnefle that Ordinance againſt mens preaching 
who are not ordained Miniſters, witnefſe that Ordinance about Printing, 
cum multis abs, Lay-men never preaching ſo much, noc ſo openly as ſince the 
Ordinance, and all kind of erroneous wicked books printed, diſperſed as much 
15 before, they have put forth books againſt the Parliament, Aflembly,preach- 
&d againft them and their proceedings,the Direorie, Ordinance againſt prea- 
chipg of perſons not Ordained, &+c. talked their pleaſure, that they would lay 
down Arms,that the King would give them a Toleration, that theſe procee- 
dings would diicourage the Army,and ſuch like ; they have not forborn prin- 
tiog of Anſwers to books, Terions pethge in Letters, or other things which 
oy af might 
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might make for theircauſe, becauſe the Parliament did not like them, or had 
forbid them, there's nothing that mzy make for the furthering of their way, 
but they do it, Parliament, Aſſembly, Citie, Kingdome ſay what they will to 
- thecontrarie. And as their curriage hath been thus to the Parliament, ſo they 
haveanddoall kind of wayes withia their power, wrong and abuſe the god- 
| ly Orthodox Miniſters and people, vilifying, fleighting, and ſcorning them, 
raiſing up all kinds of evill reports, and caſting reproaches on them, requi- 
ting them forall theirlove and kindnefle, with preachiog agiinſt themin their 
owne pulpits, ſtealing away their people from them,labouring by all means,in 
places where they have any power or intereſt, to keep good Miniſters out of- 
ſuch Churches, and 'Presbyterians out of all offices and employments ; yea, 
in many places where they have power, they ſtudy and watch to throw out 
by one wile or other, godly Miniſters who are againſt their way, detaining 
their dues,. vexing of them, and making their lives bitter unto them, domi- 
neering and abuſing the godly Orthodox pattie, yea, ufing all policie and in- 
duftric to get themſelves into all chiefe places of power and command, that 


ſo they may trample! upon and cruſh them, O had the SeRaries been in the 


place of the Presbyterians, and the Presbyterjans in theirs, and they ſo 
dealt with by the Presbyterizns, as the Presbyterimns have been by them, I 
know what they muſt- have expeRed from them 2 I dare appeale to-everio 


ordinarie common underſtanding , yea, to the conſcience of the Se&taries 


themſelves, whether if they had had the Parliaments of both Kingdomes, 
the Aſſemblies and Miniſters, the Churches and Pulpits, the repreſentative 
body of this Citi: ; and the people avd wee had been as few as they were 
in the three firſt yeares of the Parliament, would they have fuffcred us to 
preach in their owne Churches againſt them and their way, to have from 
time to time copfuted their Do@trine, to have preached up another Govern- 


ment and way, againſt what the Parlizement had yoted and was a ſetling, to- 


have cnjoyed ſpeciall Lectures in principall places, to promote a way con- 


trarie to theirs, to have drawne away their people and maintenanee from - 


them, to have fallen upon the practice of ſetting up Prebyteriall Churches 


and Government, Claſſicall, Synodicall, in Citie, Countrey, to have prin-. 
ted freely againſt their way, and-uſed all meanes to have rendred them odious.

dy, with their grounds and reaſons, tobring in a Remonſtrance, caſting dire 
upon them and their proceedings 2 Would they in New-E»g/and endure ons 
or more Presbyterians to live among them, and to go up and downe their 
Countrey, and in chiefe Towns and places to preach againſt, cry downe their 
Chucches and Church-government, and to extolland cry up £ contrarie way, 
2s Mr, Peters and others do here ? For mine owne part I am confidently per= 
ſywaded, and ſo TI belceve are all wiſe men that have obſerved the waies of the 
Series, that if they had been in the place of the Presbyterians, having had 
their power, namber, authoritic, and the Presbyterians had been a ſmall num- 
ber as they were, and ſhould have cftered to have done bur the twentieth part 
of that in preaching, writing, oc, againſt them, which the Series have done 
294inſt the Presbyterians, they would have trod them downe as mire in the

© 2 Presbyterian to preach among us, or to have been in any placeor office, mili-

17. They are full of plots and proje&s for their way, and increaſing their 
party, they havealwaics defignes on foot, they do nothing, nor propeund no- 
thing but theres ſome deſigne or other in it, they are big with many at once, 

that if one take not another may, if one mifle they preſently tart another, of 
which I could give manie inſtances, and ſhow how the hand of 7o9ab hath been 
and is where 'tis little thought ; they uſe other men upon other intereſts and ends

they are men of a hundred eyes and hands, out-aRing, and out-working all

- nother to qualific him ; they have got moſt of the weekly writers of: Newes to 
| Pleadtheir cauſe, commend their perſons, cry up their ations ; they Barolo | 
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*Emiſlaries to { verall Countreyes, to preach, carry Letters, deale with perſons 
for chuſing of Burgeſſes in Parliament for their way, as M.Perers and others ; 
they obſerve all mens tempers, humours, and accordingly deale with them all, 
ſome with offices and places, ſome by holding out principles ſuiting theirluſts, _ 
20, They deſperately cenſure and judge all men, both their eſtates and aRions, | 
who are not for them, they preſently unſaint them, and men fall from grace ipſs 
fa#oby preaching or writing bookes againft their errours, as M. Pry»ze, making 
him worſe then thelate Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and ſo one M.E.for writi 
ngainſt them ; they uſe this phraſe (ſometimes accounted « godly man) ni 
M.«/,they have not only in E:-g/andlaboured to blaſt him by their cenſures 
and reports, but writ over into Hofand, that fince he appeared againſt them,God 
had evidently blaſted him, and taken away his gifts; and lately upon reports (raj- 
ſed by them no doubt)that I was dead (though there was not the leaſt colour for 
it, not being ſick at all,) they gave it out, it was Gods juſt judgement upon me . 
tocut me off, for preaching and writing againſt the Independents ; and at the 
ſame time they gave out, that M.Calemy had broken his arme, and D. Twifſe n 
dying ; O faith oneof their DoRors of Divinity, you may ſee the juft of 
God zgainſt the Pcesbyterians, M. Edwards dead, M., Calamics arme broke,and D.' 
Twi(ſe x dying, ſo that if theſe things had been thus, we may ſee how they would 
have judged it ; and if ſuch things had fallen to ſome of us, which have to many of 
the ſeAarics (which Iname not to upbraid them with,but to ſhew them their own 
folly,) as that by the plague of peſtilence our children two at a time had been tx- 
ken away, as M.Goodwins was upon the making his houſe a meeting for the Se- 
Aaries, and ſome of our eyes put out by a Pike1n the ſtreet, as one of Lil/burns 
was, immediately upon his Letter coming forth againſt M. Pry»»e and the Afſem- 
bly ; and our wives ftark mad, as M. Peters wife, wee might have expected as 
bad books written of us, as were written by the Papifts of L=ther and Calvin, 
| 21, They take upon them more places then they can or do diſcharge, and bear 
the names of ſome places which they ſeldome officiate, and have laboured to add * 
more places to thoſe they, have already, and that both in City and Countrey, ſo © 
that ſome of them beſides their places in the Aſſembly, which they ſeldom attend 
(eſpecially this laſt yeare ) and their private gathered Churches, have divers Le- 
Rures and places, befides their hanging upon great men, to preach before them

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| things under pretence of Chriſtian liderty, which profefſaurs heretofore were

them are Archbiſhopricks and Provinces, far larger then the Presbyterian Pro- 
vinces,reaching from Zo»don to D over, as D. Holms, who hath ſeveral] members 
there, going t wic- or thrice x yeare thither to viſit ; and in one of his viſitation 
Sermons, preachivg to his memders, prayed God to bleſſe, and remember them 
who had but a bit once in a quarter or halfe x year.

22. They generally walk looſely andat latge, over what they did before they 
turned Scaries, and in compariſon of the godly Presbyterians ; they do many 


not woiit to do, nor do not, neither durſt they have done, of which I could give 
many inſtances both in perſor's & things; Idonot know,nor hear of a SeRary in 
England, that is ſo {tri and exact in hislife,zs he was before,znd as thouſands of 
Prc$byterians are; and this is not my obſervation alone, but a general obſeryation: 
many of them play at Cards and Tavles,are v-rie looſe on the Sabbath dz ys$,g0 to

23. In all matters avd bufineſſes which ſucceed not according to their mind, . 
but crofle their waies and defignes as if a choice of perſons they like not be madg 
to places,. or if ſuch a thing paſſe and be done that pleaſes them not, they will 
try all waies poſtivle, and caft about to finde ſome fliws or other , pretend.

They have ſpoken ſtrange and high (pecches againft the ſetling of Presby« 
fteriall Government and the Presbyterians, as one Anabaptiſt of late, That he ho- 
ped to ſee Heaven and Earth on fire before Presbyterie ſhould be ſetled : another 
SeRtarie, That it was one of the Articles of his beleefe, that within ſeven yeares 
there would not ſo much as the name of Presbyterie be heard in England; a third, 
' That hee hoped to ſee the Presbyterie as much trud under foot as the Biſhops 
; were; a fourth, That if the Saints were thus perſecuted, and could not have the 
| libertie of their conſciznce, it woul1 come to --- A Gentleman told me, he had 
heard many Souldiers of a Regiment of Horſe (which I forbeare naming) ſay, 
That when the Army of Cavaliers was overcome,there would be another Army 
to overcome, intimating the Presbyterizns ; and I could relxte ſtrange ſpeeches

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ftruwentallto you ? and ti.at if they may not have libertie of cofiſcience, and li» 
bertie to preach, the Army will be diſcouraged, and if they may not preach they 
will not fight ; and after viRtories we have been minded by Letters from the Ar- 
my of libertie of conſcience,and expeRing nocompulfion in matters of the mind. 
28, They upbraid in printed books and ſpeeches many Presby terians, particu- 
larly of the Aﬀembly, with their former conformitie, yea they brand and aſperſe 
them, that they have been great time-ſervers, Innovators ; and this they de to 
make the people belecve, that what they do now is not out of conſcience, but to 
ſerve the times, and that ſuch men are not likely to have the truth revealed to - 
them, nor fit to have a hand in the Reformation, who have ſo polluted them= 
ſelves with corruptions in worſhip, and the inventions of men ; and among mes 
ny, good Mr. Calamy hath been abominably belied in this kind, eſpecially in that 
hte railing Pamphlet of Mr. Brrons,called Truth fil Truth, though ſhut ont of 
doores, whereas many of the pau Series themſelves, and principall Ring-lex= 
ders in each Set,as Anabaptiſts, Antinomians, Independents, &c. were not only 
Conformiſts in the way of old conformitie, but great Innovators and forward: 
Epiſcopall men, the innovations of Altars, —_— at the name of Jeſus, reading: 
the book of Sp arts, caufing the people to come and knedle at the Rail, threatning- 
and bringiog their tender conſcienced people into the ſpirituall Courts, yea into. 
the High-Commiſfion being pradtited by ſome of them : and I challenge the Se«. 
Qaries to name ſo many of the Presbyterian partie, who appeare for that Go= 
vernment by writing, or other wayes, to be ſo faultie for Innovations, and ſer= 
viog the Biſhops, as I can name amongft them. The full Relation of the time«- 
ſerving and Innovations of Dex», Cox, Eli of Colchefter, Dr. Holms, Salt= 
marſh, Cummins, Wale of Norfolk, cum multis aliss, would make anew book ;. 
and the beſt of the Independents will be found upon ſearch, yea them of the Aſ-- 
ſerably, not only for many yeares to have been Conformiſts, but to have gone 
further in conformitie to the Biſhops than ſome of us.

F painfull preaching without great livings, or expeRing Titkes ; and on the other

| turn Independents : and many people are drawae more by theſe things, than by 
| all their Arguments. Now therefore the diſcovering to the people nakedly and

2. As for that of jugling and forgery which Crereyfsr would put upon me,

Oaly for preſent I ſhall tell Crezenfis theſe three things. 1. That there

Calamy, Mr. SedgWick.,, cum mult alits, both in City and Countrey. 2.There 
are many Independent Miniſters who have Preached lately, and do ſo till as 
much to bare walls and pews as any Presbyterians, witneſſe Mr. Burton, Mr. 
Revs, Mr. Freak, Mr. Eiw, Mr. Furman, &c. -3. Presbyterians do not uſe 


Preaching to a hundred two or three, or Preaching to a thouſand or two, for 
they Preach out of Conſcience and diſcharge of duty, todo-good to the ſouls 
of men, and not for applauſe to pleaſe a multitude, and therefore tis all one 
to them whether there be fewer or more, one hundred or many ; but this is 
expreſſed according to the Independent humor, who have their Sermons of 
ſeveral ſorts, thoſe of greater pains and ſtudy when their pews and walls are

On the Lords day they. were verie 
looſe, in the fore-noon they would go to heare Mr. Srterry at White-Hall, 
(as not living far from thence) bur in the after-noon ſtay at home, and ſome 
other Independents and Sectaries reſorting thither on the Lords day in' the 
- afternoon, they ſpent it in common diſcourſe, making no more of it:than: 
other dayes ; a2reat. part. of their diſcourſe onthe Lords day being railing. 
I5>v901 | againit 
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againſt the Scots, and againft ſome of our Miniſters, and thebooks writteti 
again{t the Sefaries; and ſome men ( whom. a man could: hardly have 
thought it of ) would curſe the Scots, ſaying, A pox upon the Scots, would 
they were gone, we would give them any thing to be rid of them, and pay 
- them all their money in time : many perſons of note of the Independent 
- Faction did often reſort to this "4 and ſtil] they would ſpeak moſt bit- 
terly and baſely of our Brethren of Scotland : The Maſter of the Family 
would be often attempting to kifſe this young maid, watching her upon 


the ſtaires and other places, as going up and down, and hath tempted herto 


be caught, inſomuch that the yoang maid ſpake to him, Sir, You have a 
wife of your owne, why ſhould you ſpeak thus > how dare you offer to do 
rhis wickednefle, and fin againſt God ? Vnto whom this Gentleman the In- 
dependent(and an Antinomian too ſurely)replied, 5 That God ſaw no fin 
in his children, that theſe were but ſins in the fleſh, which Chriſt had ſatisfied 


for, with other words to that purpoſe. One time this man tempting her, 
' Threw her all along, ſo that ſhe was forced to cry out,and her Miſtreſſe came 
in to her reſcue, and ſaid, Fie husband, will you never leave theſe tricks ? - 


whereupon the maid would not ſtay, but came away, and when her father 
heard it, he would not indure ſhe ſhould ſtay any 1 Age had her away 
preſently ; and ſo this young maid is converted from b | 

and Sectarie, by beholding their carriage and looſeneſle, bleſſing God ſhe is 
delivered from that way and thoſe perſons : ſhe had thought the SeQarics 
had been ſuch holy perſons, that there had been none like them, till ſhe ſaw 


both that family, and many who reſorted thither of the ſame way, ſo looſe. * 


This godly Chriſtian tells me, That his daughter is ready to take her-oath of 
the truth of theſe things which ſhe hath both ſeen and heard, and with-ma- 
ny circumſtances hath declared to him, as the names of ſuch that. reſorted 
thither, that ſhe never knew nor heard of before, with other circumſtances; 
and that he believes them-to be ſo true,as that they are paſt all queſtion.: 
There is a SeQtary, an Independent Antinomian Taylor , who ſtealing a 
whole yard of Pluſh from a Gentleman, and ſome yards of Sattin from an- 
other, and being found out in his fit, and convinced , ſo that he could not

 Thetc is x godly Minifterin Efſ-x, who related this ſtorie to me (April 6 ) 
5n the preſenceof a Miniſter of 'the Afembly, and hee who told it mee had it 
from the'mans owne mouth, whom this Miniſter knowes well tobean ho- 
neſt godly man 2 This man, viz. one Maſter eA. living at R, ko Eilex, a godly 


religious man, and an old acquaintance of Maſter Skjare Sywpſon, coming up 
to 
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to London, and meeting with M. Symp/o, among other diſcourſe,asked him if 
hee might come to his Church, and whether the Sazgrament of the Lords 
Supper would be adminiftred thenext Lords day, and whether hee. might 
come toit : Maſter Sympſon anſwered yes, hee' had the Lords Supper, and 
hee might come ; whereupon this Maſter 4. went, and after Sermon ſtayed: 
with the reſt of the company to partake inthe Lords Supper, and joyning' 
with them, received the bread ; which when hee had received, there were 
ſome of the Church-members began to take notice hee was. none of their 
Church, and there was agreat ſtir and muttering about it, and they told 
him they admitted none but of their Church- way : whereupon this religi- 
ous man was not permitted to partake of the Cup, but was glad to with- 
draw, the Independents dealing with bim (though a godly man, and a vi- 
fible Faint, becauſe hee was not ene of their members) juſt as the Papiſts 
do with the people, allowing them the Bread, but not the Wine. When all 
was done, this'Maſter <F. went to Maſter Sympſon, and ſpake to him, fay- 
jog; Sir, Did not you tell mee I might come to the Lords Supper at 
your Church ? Maſter Symp/os replyed, I {aid you might come, but not 
that you might receive. Vpon this bufineſſe the honeſt man was much 
troubled, and for their adminiſtring the Sacrament to him after the Pop:ſh 
manner, they have loſt a Proſelyte of him, this having quite turned him off 
from the Independents.

The ſame Miniſter at the ſame time related it to mee for certaine, xs a thing 
not only knowne to him, but to many in the Countie of Efſex, that n com» 
pounded SeRtrie,an Anabaptiſt, &c. whoſedwellivg is at Caftle- Henning- 
ham,pceached at Chelmsford ina heuſe where(as a common fame goes)there 
wine and women good ſtore ; and as he was preaching tothe SeQaries, therg 
came by the houſe a kind of a wild Gentleman, who was ſpeaking againſt the 
Presbyterians, and this man was brought in to the meeting whileſt the Se» 
Qatie was preaching ; and as in the verie midſt of their preaching-rthere was 
wine and liquour, drinking to one another, ſo before_they parted there was 
ood ſtore of it ; this wild Gentleman for his part ſpending about foure ſhil- 
lings, who when hee was come away, meeting ſome Gentlemen and others, 
commended the men for honeſt men, and praiſing their meetings, ſaid, Why 
ſhould they not have the libertie of their conſciences ? | |

On New-years day, 149.1. 1645. 2 Surgeon belonging to the Army prex- 
ched at one Goodnian Bolrers of Bcxe, a Towne in the Welt, on Collefſ.2. 
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out of ver/.7. he obſerved, All the Saints duties to believeand be thankful, 
(he enlarged) Where's the humiliation, repentings for ſinne which your god- 
ly Miniſters (you ſay) have taught you ? Oat of ver.14. hee obſerved, The 
hand-writing of ordinances, the ten precepts faire written by the finger of 
God, altogether taken away. Oa ver.,16. hee obſerved, New Moons, Sab- 
baths, meats, drinks, empty things ; Sabbaths not to be obſerved, ſhadowes, 
and fince Chrifts coming taken away : he ſaid, we had deceitfull Miniftery, 
Sacraments, Ocdinances, meats and drinks, though their learned godly Mini- 
ſers had told them, that when they had confecrated them with their ſanRifi- 
ed garments on, they were holy, and were to be green only to theſe to whom 
they pleaſed, yet empty, and ſh1dowes too. Afterwards, being azsked what 
he meant by theſe meats and drinks, whether the clements conſecrated to beg 
fignes and ſeales to us in the Sacrament : He faid,he knew no ſeale but the Spi- 
rit ; and for thoſe things, they were empty things, and of no effe@t. Out of 
wer. 11, 12. That ( there beiog three things in Baptiſme, = death , buri- 
all,and reſurre&ivn) Chriſt was baptiſm to us, and the out ward fign needleſle, 
The ſame perſon in private, in the houſe of a Reverend godly Miniſter, 
Maſter R. in conference afſerted, That thereis no Sabbath to bee kept fince 
Chrifts fulfilling the Law, fince no command for it in the Goſpell. He being 
reed with places out of the Old Teſtament and fourth Commandement ;. He 
and a Czptain,and one Lievtenznt 7. affirmed,thoſe belonged to the Jews, net 
fois.

This Sermon, and theſe Conferences are ſubſcribed by the hands of godly

There is one eF. 2 Shoomaker not far off Tower-ſtreet, who ſpeaking of

So upon one Learver's commit- 
ment, abont « dangerous book entituled London left Warning, there is a book 
put forth aſperſing the L. Mayor of London, the Committee of Examination, 
and the Right Honourable the Houſe of Peeres. And laſtly upon Lievtenant- 
Colonell Li/bzrns commitment, many Pamphlets were printed, ſpeaking bit- 
terly againſt the Committee of Examinations, and the honoureble Houſe of 
Comons; as Englands Birthright, ſeverall printed Letters, &c.

ative; deſperate, betaking themſelves to evill wayes and ſtrange courſes for 
the ſaving of themſelves, as aſperſing and raiſin g ſcandals and falſe reports 
upon;the;perſons whom they think have wounded them, .as in the weekly 
' -Pamphleters venting ſome deſperate paſſages, and putring forth ſtrange 
books upon the nick of things, with many other wayes, all which wiſe men 
cannot but.obferve ; in which courſes they have been like Be/aam,Numb.22. 
going off their way reſolvedly,. cthoughthe Angell of the Lord have ſtood 
.1n their way with a ſword drawn, and their feet have been .cruſhed againſt 


.the wall. Now it-i5a great ſymprome of deſtruction and ruine to a partie, 
or to particular perſons, when the hand of God is lifted up -_ chem, 


that they will not-fee ; and that when God wounds them, in itead.of fat- 
ling down before htm, they ſeek to cure their wounds by unlawfull means; 
and that when he powrs out vials uſon them, .and ſcorches them, with great 


heat, they blaſpheme, and do nor. repent, . that when hee ſtops them, they 
will drive. more furiouſly, and that. when. hee makes mens . pride, teſtiie :

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to their faces, they do not return norſcek him for all this: This is the fores 
runner of deſtruction in the Antichriſtian partie, Revel. 16.8, 9, 10,11. And 
this was a fore-runner of deſtruttion in the Prelates and that partie ; that 


- after their greatand long proſperitie'and ſuccefle, when God did by wri- 


ting, preaching, railing up of witneſſes teſtifie againſt them, and did by other 
as of his providence crofle them, in raiſing up the Kingdome of Scotland 
apainſt them, yet they would not give in, nor abate; and when a peace was 
concluded with Scotland upon the Kings firlt going into the North, and th 
might have enjoyed their honours, greatneſle, forall that, they wrought ſo 
upon the Kings returne, as to procure thoſe Articles to be burnt by the hand 
of the common Hang-man, and the war to go on, which proved their ruine 
and fatall deſtruRtion. And for a concluſion of this Symptome, I will end 
it with thoſe words of the Prophet //aiab, Lord, When thy hand is lifted np, 
they will not ſee ; but they ſÞ1l [ce, and be aſbamed for their envit towards thy 
peopte : yea, the fire of thine enemies ſhall devoure them. Lord, thou wilt or- 
daine pe1ce for 4 : for thon allo beft wrought all eur works for xs. And though 
it be a ſad thing, that men holding forth a profefſion-of Religion ſhould 
fall to thoſe wayes, and grow to ſuch an height as Thave laid open; yer I 
am perſwaded it is a good hand of God, and his ſpeciall providence and 
-mercie to his Church in theſe Kingdomes, to leave the SeQaries to fall into 
ſo many evils, to take ſuch ſtrange wayes thus to diſcover themſebyes, and 
to proceed (o far, that ſo the Kingdomes. knowing them-well, they -might 
in the iſſue be more effeually cured, and perfeAly delivered from them: 
for, had theſe men kept themſelves within the compaſfie of a few of their 
opinions, and carried things faire, and not broke out as they have done, we 
ſhould have thought them good holy men, been much taken with them; and 
many would have bcen deceived by them ; yea, itt time they might have gor 
ſuch an intereſt, and had ſuch an intluence, as to have corrupted all; but: now 
having thus early diſcovered themſelves, both in matters of Church and 
State, in opinions and practices, this hath ſo opened the eyes of this King- 
dome, yea of both, that it will cauſe them- toabhor and abominate them 
as a wicked Faction, whoſe principles would bring in an univerſall Anar- 
chy, both/\upon-Church and State, overthrowing. all Miniſterie, ſecled Go-
